Dr. Edward B. Willing, one of New York's most prominent citizens and numismatists, has had a very 
rich, rewarding, and active hfe. Numismatically, he has distinguished himself in several areas He is 
president of the Westchester County (N.Y.) Coin Club and is Life Member No. 750 of the American 
Numismatic Association. 

Dr. Willing's quest for knowledge and a love for his community began at an early age and has not since 
ceased. A native of Mount Vernon, New York, a suburb of New York City, he was born October 24 
1909. He excelled in Mount Vernon High School where he was a champion debater and a graduate with 
honors He entered college with a scholarship to New York University, where he received three degrees. 
In 1931 he received his Bachelor of Science degree, in 1935 from the New York University College of 
Medicine he received his Sc.M. degree, and his education in the legal field was completed with a Juris 
Tn.l o ''''' admitted to the bar in 1937 and to the United States Supreme Court in 

1943. He IS presently the senior member of the well-known law firm of WiUing, Reid, and Spann of 
Mount Vernon. r ' 

^ An eminent lecturer throughout the United States on behalf of the American and New York State 
trial Lawyers Association, he has also written or edited five reference books on the subject of law. 

He has always held the youth of his community in high regard, and he has enjoyed tutoring high 
school students for their college board examinations. He is a co-founder of the Pony and Little Leagues 
of Mount Vernon and a member of the Boy's Club there. Other activities have included the past 
presidency of the Mount Vernon Chamber of Commerce, a membership on the board of governors of the 
Mount Vernon Bar Association, and a past trustee of the Mecca Temple (Shriners). He has served his 
community and constituents as Legislator for the 13th District.

The E.A. Carson Collection of coins of Carson City, Nevada, is virtually complete and includes those 
two super-rarities, the famous 1876-CC twenty-cent piece and the landmark 1870-CC double eagle, not 
to mention top-condition coins in other silver and gold series. For the Carson City Mint specialist here is 
an offering to be remembered for all time! 

The Ed A. Rice CoUection of United States Assay Commission Medals begins this catalogue and ranges 
from Lot 1 to Lot 61 and is one of the finest specialized offerings of that elusive and desirable series ever 
to appear on the auction block. 

Arlie Slabaugh, famed numismatic writer and scholar, has consigned his collection of 1876 tokens and 
medals relating to the Centennial Exhibition, an appropriate offering for this, our bicentennial year of 
1976. In addition he has consigned many fine medals relating to President George Washington, not to 
overlook other desirable medals, tokens, and related items. 

Dr. George Fuld, whose numismatic credentials include writing some of the finest numismatic 
reference books on our shelves, has consigned two incredible documents: one being the official 
government authorization (signed by Thomas Jefferson) to commence the coinage of 1793 half cents and 
large cents, and the other (signed by DeWitt Chnton, Lafayette, and others) pertaining to the Manly 
Medal, the first American-made medal to bear the portrait of President Washington. 
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Here is a sale with so many highlights that it would take another large catalogue just to say a few 
words about each! As noted in the biography on pages 4 and 5, many of these were collected by Dr. 
Edward B. Willing, one of New York's most prominent citizens and numismatists, over a long period of 
years. In addition, other consignors have added to the lustre of this important auction event. Colonial 
coins-including Massachusetts silver, coins of Vermont, and Washington pieces . . . you'll find them in 
the pages to follow. Large cents and small cents (don't overlook the fabulous Proof 1864-L cent, one of 
America's greatest numismatic rarities, "hidden" as Lot 1387 as part of a super-spectacular offering of 
1863-L, that's right 1863-L!, and 1864-L coins) include scarcities. 2c, 3c, and 5c pieces afford the bidder 
the opportunity to acquire Uncirculated and Proof coins as well as lesser-grade items. American silver 
coins include some early classics in high grades, beautiful Liberty seated pieces. Barber issues, and coins 
of our own present century. 

A "Splendiferous 1794 Silver Dollar" is how Lot 412 is described-an Uncirculated coin which rates 
among the top four finest known of this, the first United States silver dollar issue. Last time this identical 
coin appeared on the auction block it sold for $8,000. This was back in 1956, when coin prices were 
"ancient history" compared to today's market. It will be interesting to see how many multiples of the 
1956 price this coin sells for when it comes up for bidding now in 1976, twenty years later! 

Morgan and Peace dollars abound, as do trade dollars. In the field of gold coins we have many 
beautiful rarities-including the 1861-D gold dollar, two 1873 $3 pieces, some Proofs, not one but several 
of what many consider to be America's most beautiful coin, the MCMVll High Relief double eagle, the 
rare 193 1-D $20, and an illustrious group of territorial issues. 

Pattern coins include many dehcacies. Read all about them beginning with Lot 1378. Paper money? A 
lot of items to dehght the speciahst! Our paper money section begins with a remarkable Serial No. 1 note 
of 1861-complete with pedigree papers which date back to over a century! Many other desirable pieces 
are presented as well. Completing the sale are some interesting documents and letters, including the 
aforementioned ones consigned by Dr. George Fuld.

With pleasure we present for sale the collection of United States Assay 
Commission medals formed over a long period of years by Ed A. Rice of New 
Jersey, one of America's best-known and respected numismatists. All Assay 
Commission medals are rare, and seldom does the opportunity present itself to 
acquire even a single specimen. The following presentation of several dozen is one of 
the most extensive in the annals of numismatics of our time and should attract wide 
attention. Also of great interest and importance is the original presidential 
appointment of Freas Styer as Superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint, together 
with Mr. Styer's personal Assay Commission medals. To our knowledge this is the 
first time that such a document has ever appeared for sale on the numismatic 
market. 

Each year the Assay Commission, a panel of distinguished private citizens 
appointed by the President of the United States, meets in Philadelphia to review the 
nation's coinage. Samples of production from the past year are assayed-weighed 
and analyzed-to be sure that they conform with the U.S. coinage laws. As an 
honorarium each member of the Assay Commission receives a special medal of 
unique design and significance. No additional medals are made available either to 
Assay Commission members or to the general public, so the number issued each year 
is severely limited— usually two dozen or less. 

To say that the following Assay Commission medals are rare would be redundant, 
for each issue is so elusive that regular rarity rating comparisons would be 
meaningless. For example, we have handled more 1894-S dimes (of which fewer 
than a dozen are known; the last one we sold for close to $100,000) than we have of 
any given Assay Commission medal issued during the 20th century! 

Valuation of Assay Commission medals is speculative, for so few appear on the 
market that sales records are meaningless. However, as a guide to bidding we would 
estimate that most of the pieces to follow would be valued in the $150 to $300 
range per item. Of course, higher or lower prices may prevail once the auction takes 
place. Adding to the lustre of the coins is the fact that most were obtained by Mr. 
Rice from the estate of Henry Chapman of Philadelphia, who at one time was 
America's pre-eminent rare coin dealer.

45 President Warren G. Harding's official appointment of Freas Styer, 
Esq. as Superintendent of the U.S. Mint at Philadelphia. 

Freas Styer, appointed as Superintendent of the 
Philadelphia Mint on June 22, 1921, served in this 
exceedingly important post for the long term of fifteen years, 
until 1935. 

The present item is a large and ornate document which 
measures 16" high by 20" wide. The text, in part, reads: 

WARREN G. HARDING, PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA to all to whom these presents shall 
come greeting: Know ye, that reposing special trust and 
confidence in the integrity, diligence, and discretion of 
FREAS STYER, I have nominated and by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate do appoint him 
SUPERINTENDENT OF THE MINT OF THE UNITED 
STATES AT PHILADELPHIA, PENNSYLVANIA and do 
authorize and empower him to execute and fulfil the duties 
of that office . . . 

The document, complete with an engraving of the 
American eagle and a gold Treasury seal, is signed boldly in 
ink by Warren G. Harding as president and Andrew W. Mellon 
as secretary of the treasury. The document is bold, bright, 
and in nearly-new condition. 

As a museum item this has immense significance. To our 
knowledge this is the first time that a presidential 
appointment for a superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint 
has ever come on the numismatic market. It's value is 
conjectural. Several hundred dollars would be an easy guess, 
but if it were to cross the four-figure mark we would not be 
surprised.

Dear Mr. Bowers: 

I believe a few comments concerning my numismatic background may 

be of interest to prospective bidders — so I am writing the following 

paragraphs: 

A scuffle between an off-duty policeman and a thief on a street 
corner in Toledo, Ohio, just outside a small coin shop, was 
responsible for my getting into numismatics. 

My business associate and I were standing on a corner, waiting for 
a taxi, when a young man burst out of a shop carrying several coin 
holders, with the proprietor in hot pursuit, yelling: "Stop, thief!" 
An off-duty policeman made a flying tackle and quite a struggle 
ensued. While waiting for the paddy wagon to arrive I wandered 
into the coin shop and browsed around, finally winding up with a 
few holders for Lincoln pennies. This was in 1958. Since my name 
is Carson, it didn't take long to discover that there had been a 
Carson City Mint — so what better reason could there have been 
for starting to collect Carson City dollars and ultimately extending 
into all coins minted by the Carson City Mint. 

Proof sets, mint sets and some rare specialties followed and after 
the mid-sixties I concentrated largely on "improving the breed" and 
at one time seriously considered trying to assemble a complete set 
of proofs. My interest has always been divided between investment 
and the sheer joy, shared by hundreds of thousands of other numismatists, 
of being able to put together and complete a collecting objective. 

Having been a licensed pilot for nearly 40 years, in and out of the 
military, I think my last collecting activity will be directed toward 
rare aviation medals and memorabilia. Throughout all my collecting 
activities I made it a policy to obtain only the finest material 
available at the time. I believe from an investment standpoint 
this is sound and has paid off. I have enjoyed my years of collecting 
and the many interesting people I have met.

Of the seven mints which have produced coins since the inception of the federal minting system in 
1792, none is more interesting or romantic to collectors today than the Carson City Mint. It is our 
pleasure to now offer at auction one of the finest and most complete collections of Carson City Mint 
coinage ever to come on the numismatic market. Formed by Mr. E.A. Carson, president of Sunbeam 
Plastics Corporation of Evansville, Indiana, the group was commenced in 1958. From that time to the 
present, a span of close to twenty years, Mr. Carson has bid in major auction sales and has 
corresponded with many dealers in an effort to acquire a combination of completeness and quahty. 
His success is amply demonstrated by the lots which follow. 

The completeness of the Carson City collection is nearly absolute. It contains such rarities as the 
famed 1876-CC twenty-cent piece and the I870-CC double eagle, not to overlook many other scarce 
issues from dimes through twenty-dollar gold pieces. Absent are just two coins: the I873-CC dime 
without arrows which is unique and the 1873-CC quarter without arrows, a coin of which just two are 
known. 

Quality among Carson City coins is an elusive aspect. For most issues Very Fine or Extremely Fine 
would be among the finest known. Indeed, Uncirculated specimens of certain issues are either 
unknown or are so rare that decades separate their appearance on the auction market. While the Guide 
Book of U.S. Coins lists many Carson City coins in Uncirculated grades, the researcher will soon learn 
that the coins are for all practical purposes unavailable in that state of preservation. Take for example 
Carson City quarter dollars of 1870, 1871, and 1872. The Guide Book prices these in Uncirculated 
grade at $2,000, $1,750, and $2,000 respectively. We would gladly pay triple catalogue for a set of 
these— but this is a meaningless offer, for even if we were to offer to pay ten times Guide Book none 
would be available. Skeptical? Check through the past catalogues of the great auction sales of our 
century and see what you find in the way of Uncirculated quarters of these dates! You'll do a lot of 
looking and little finding. A more realistic view is taken by Scott's Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins, which 
omits pricing these coins in Uncirculated grade— due to their extreme rarity. The purpose of this 
paragraph is to introduce realism into the expectations of prospective bidders. Wait for an 
Uncirculated specimen of each of these three Carson City quarters (continuing our earlier example) 
and you will never own them. On the other hand, if you align your expectations with reality you can 
own and be satisfied with examples in the Fine to Extremely Fine range. 

What is the reason for the rarity of Carson City coins in higher grades? The explanation is simple. 
The pieces were minted in the heart of the Wild West. In Carson City during the 1870-1893 years no 
one was collecting coins or giving thought to preserving them for the future. Those were rough and 
ready times, and two thoughts were foremost on the citizens' minds: survival and maldng money, the 
latter from the Comstock Lode of silver ore. From a numismatic viewpoint, there was httle if any 
interest in collecting Carson City pieces at that time. This is explained in Coins and Collectors, a book 
written by your cataloguer in 1956. We quote, beginning on page 53 of that work: 

"During the nineteenth centur)^ United States mints operated at San Francisco, New Orleans, 
Dahlonega (Georgia), Charlotte, Carson City, and Philadelphia. Coins struck at mints other than 
Philadelphia bore distinguishing mint letters. Before the 1890's collectors paid little attention to these 
mintmarks. 

"About this time Augustus G. Heaton, a Philadelphia artist of some renown (his best known 
painting. The Recall of Columbus, was used on the 50c Columbian Exposition commemorative stamp) 
circulated a pamphlet entitled A Treatise on the Coinage of the United States Branch Mints. Until this 
work appeared scant notice was paid to determine whether a coin had an "0," "CC," or other 
mintmark. Some scarcer mintmark varieties had a nominal value, but in general they were ignored." 



A few years ago we traced the history of the 1894-S dime, today one of the most famous varieties 
among mintmarked rarities. An Uncirculated coin is valued at over $100,000. So indifferent was the 
interest in collecting mintmarks in the 1890's that it was not until 1900 that numismatists bothered 
investigating whether or not any dimes had been coined at the San Francisco branch mint six years 
earlier in 1894! - 

To round out our discussion we will add another facet. Why, you may ask, do San Francisco, New 
Orleans, and certain other branch mint coins exist in Uncirculated condition? Why are 19th century 
Carson City coins different? The answer is that during the period in question, the last part of the 19th 
century, San Francisco was the cultural center of the West, with elegant buildings, a thriving social life, 
a prominent banking and financial community, and with the other trappings of metropolitan success. 
Likewise, New Orleans was the cultural and social center of its part of the United States. As a result, 
coins were saved in bank vaults, by persons obtaining them for gifts, and for other reasons. Not so 
with Carson City. That Nevada town was not glamorous. It was a functional town in a wild period in 
American history. Little thought was given to preserving Uncirculated coins by the miners and workers 
who for the most part lived in makeshift shacks, rude structures, and tents! (The same analogy, by the 
way, explains why Uncirculated coins of the Dahlonega and Charlotte Mints, particularly the former, 
are exceedingly rare.) 

And now, the historical background of the Carson City Mint itself: In 1863 a bill to estabhsh a 
branch mint in Carson City was passed by Congress. The discovery of the Comstock Lode silver 
treasure and, to a lesser degree, of gold deposits made the establishment of a mint an economic 
convenience. In that way coins could be struck near the site of metal production, rather than shipping 
the buUion overland to San Francisco. 

In 1866 the cornerstone of the Carson City Mint was laid. The building, made of sandstone, 
eventually reached two stories in height and measured about 60 feet by 90 feet in size. On January 8,' 
1870, the mint officially opened and began receiving deposits of bulhon. 

The Carson City Mint had a checkered career. It was soon learned that coinage there was expensive 
and uneconomical. It would have been cheaper to have taken the buUion overland to San Francisco for 
coinage, for the California facility was larger and more efficient. As a result, production in Carson City 
was quite hmited. A perusal of mintage figures of the 1870-1893 era reveals that nearly always the 
Carson City Mint produced a fraction of what was being made at San Francisco and Philadelphia. In 
late 1885, the Carson City Mint closed its minting facihty. After a lapse of four years, minting at 
Carson City was resumed in October, 1889. Production continued until 1893, whereupon the final 
closure of the minting department was ordered by the secretary of the Treasury. For some years 
thereafter the building served as a repository for buUion and as an assay office. In the early 20th 
century those services, too, were ended, and the building became vacant. It was subsequently sold to 
the state of Nevada, which now operates it as a museum. 

Denominations produced at the Carson City Mint from 1870 to 1885 and from 1889 to 1893 were 
the dime, quarter, half dollar, silver dollar, trade dollar, $5, $10, and $20 gold. No copper or nickel 
pieces were ever made there.

1876-CC Twenty-cent piece. This coin, one of only about 14 specimens known to exist, is one 
of the most famous American numismatic rarities. While the mint reports indicate that 
10,000 pieces were struck, it is probable that the pieces in existence today were coins 
originally sent to Philadelphia for assay purposes, and that no pieces ever actually 
reached circulation. 

On March 19, 1877, H.R. Linderman, Director of the Mint, wrote to Jas. Crawford, 
Esq., Superintendent of the Carson City Mint, to state: 

You are hereby authorized and directed to melt all twenty-cent pieces you have on 
hand, and you will debit "Silver Profit Fund^' with any loss thereon. 

It is presumed that the entire production of 1876-CC twenty-cent pieces went to the 
melting pot, less a few pieces reserved for assay. 

The present coin from the E.A. Carson collection, like all known genuine 1876-CC 
twenty-cent pieces, has the word LIBERTY on the shield doubled— a die hubbing error 
similar in concept to the famous 1955 Double Die cent. 

The coin traces its pedigree to Lot 622 of the B. Frank Collection sold at auction by 
Stack's on November 23, 1956, nearly twenty years ago. This piece was the "cover 
coin" of the B. Frank auction catalogue. Stack's original description follows: 

"EXCESSIVELY RARE 1876-CC TWENTY-CENT PIECE. 1876-CC. The famous 
Carson City Mint rarity. This specimen was sold by Stack's in 1937. Since 1937 we have 
handled several other examples of this great rarity. The last one sold by us, prior to this 
offering, was in the Guggenheimer Sale in 1953 and after spirited bidding realized 
$2750. This great rarity was lacking in such important sales as the Davis Graves, 
Anderson Dupont, and Farish Baldenhofer offerings, and is needed in many important 
collections in this country. We consider it far rarer than the 1838-0 half dollar which 
sold recently for $3,500. We anticipate, as the demand for this coin is so great, that it 
will set a new record price for this coin. This specimen, although mishandled slightly, is 
still Extremely Fine."

Captain Thomas Machin, who served as an engineer in the 
American Revolution (his more famous of accomplishments 
was the stretching of a chain across the Hudson River at West 
Point to prevent the passage of British ships beyond that 
point), went into the private minting business in the 1780's, 
He formed a partnership and began operations on the shores 
of Orange Pond, near present-day Newburgh, N.Y. Although 
he did have the legal right by contract to make certain pieces 
for the state of Vermont, Machines horizons were wider than 



this, and he decided to compete with London s Royal Mint in 
production of British halfpennies. Whether or not anyone 
cared about this is not known, for America had just secured 
its independence from Britain, and probably was not 
concerned about whether its citizens made counterfeits 
(euphemistically referred to as ^^imitations^^ by the ^^Guide 
Book'' and most collectors and cataloguers today) of coins of 
its recent enemy. 

Machin also thought it a good idea to make, completely 
without authority, coins of New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
probably some other areas as well. Machin's Mill was 
described as a ^^manufactory of hardware." Local citizens 
viewed the operation as being illegal and wrong, a sentiment 
no doubt fostered by the actions of the proprietors, which 
included stationing a guard who wore a hideous mask to 
frighten off curiosity seekers. 

Today, the coins of Machin's Mill are very avidly collected 
and have the status of legitimate coins of the period. Some of 
the greatest American colonial rarities are from this source, 
including, for example, the 1 787 Indian copper with George 
HI reverse (cf. p. 25 of the ''^ Guide Book"), many elusive 
Connecticut varieties, etc. 

The entire Machin caper is quite interesting. More 
information can be found in Sylvester S. Crosby's ^^Early 
Coins of America" book and in the 1958 ''^Centennial 
Publication" of the American Numismatic Society, the latter 
containing an article by distinguished numismatic scholar 
Eric P. Newmaru

COPPER COINS OF VERMONT 




We present an interesting and quite extensive listing of die 
varieties of eopper coins of the state of Vermont. While there 
are no great rarities in the listing, there are many different 
varieties and types. 

Vermont coppers have a very interesting history. So far as is 
known, the early issues of 1785 and 1786 were coined in 
Vermont by Reuben Harmon, Jr., who operated a small mint 
on a stream called Millbrook, near Rupert, Vermont. The mint 
building had facilities for preparing the alloy and planchets. 
Operations were quite crude, and coins of the early years more 
often than not display planchet striae and defects. The coining 
press was of the screw type and was o[)erated by three 
men— one of whom set the planchets and removed the finished 
coins, and the other two who pulled the large counterweight 
back and forth to provide the striking power. 

Many of the later issues, particularly those with portraits 
resembling George 111, are presumed to have been struck by 
Machin's Mill (see our notes under Lot 188). Reuben Harmon, 
Jr., and certain other of the Vermont coiners were partners 
with Machin, so this was perfectly legal. 

The early Vermont coins bore a motif typical of the Green 
Mountain State: an early-morning sun peeping over a rocky 
ridge forested with pine trees. The reverse had an all-seeing eye 
and the legend STELLA QUARTA DECIMA ("the 14th star," 
alluding to the fact that Vermont was the 14th state in the 
Union). 

A|:)f)arently, the unique design of the Vermont coppers 
caused [)roblems with the circulation of the coins— and 
merchants and others rejected them. So the inventive minds of 
the coiners, with Caf)tain Machin's help no doubt, decided to 
style later Vermont issues after contemporary British 
halfpennies which were then abundant in circulation. Certain 
issues (Ryder 10 and I I) were made with the portrait of 
George II, and many issues (most later Ryder numbers) were 
issued with the portrait of George III. The legends were 
distinctively Vermontese (except in the case of some die errors 



and muling blunders!) and were AUCTORI VERMON ("by 
the authority of Vermont") on the obverse and "Inde et Lib" 
("Independence and Liberty") on the reverse. Among the very 
early sun-over-mountain issues there were different legends. 
On these, the Latinization of the word "Vermont" apparently 
could never be agreed on, for we have such variations as 
VERMONTS, VERMONTIS, and the awkward 
VERMONTENSIUM. 

Early (c. 1785- 1786) issues were produced at the Rupert 
mint under primitive circumstances, so even the finest of 
extant specimens are apt to show weak striking and flaws. 
Later issues which were emitted from the Machin 
"manufactory of hardware" were deliberately produced with a 
worn appearance (by making the dies in low relief and 
indistinct in the center) so that the coins would look "used" 
and would be readily accepted into the channels of commerce. 

The Vermont coinage story is quite fascinating. The listing 
of Ryder- Richardson numbers (to which the following coins 
are attributed) can be found in Copper Coins of Vermont, by 
John M. Richardson, a monograph available from the 
American Numismatic Association for the nominal sum of $1. 
In addition, Sylvester S. Crosby's classic Early Coins of 
America has much information. 

In our opinion it is necessary and desirable now in 1976, 
following a period of coin investment boom (we believe 
selected coins to be continuing good investments, however), to 
put the numismatics— the art and history of coinage— back into 
our great hobby. Coins do have interesting stories to tell. One 
of the pleasures of professional numismatics is being able to 
handle and appreciate coins with interesting histories. While 
some financially-oriented readers may be skeptical of this, 
your cataloguer derives about 500% more pleasure from 
cataloguing a lot such as the 1787 Vermont/BRITANNIA (cf. 
forthcoming Lot 209) than he does cataloguing a 
miscellaneous late-date U.S. rarity worth ten times as much! 
Enough, now, lor philosophy. On with our Vermont listing!

Designed by Robert Scot and struck by hand on the cjld screw press still on exliibil at 
the Philadelpiiia Mint. A coiner's masterpiece minted under primitive conditions! 

America's first silver dollar is also, to many numismatists, its iinest. Miss Liberty and the eagle dramatically 
represent the lortunc^s and the triumphs which lay before the young nation, while at the same time being 
uniquely the products of their times. The two images on this coin communicate the fundamental spirit of 
independence and the high moral ideals held and ciierished by our founding fathers. Miss Liberty seems 
proud, wide eyed, and free spirited as the symbol of American opportunism in the New World. Tiie eagle 
surely represents, with its overly large wings and fierce stance, American confidence and readiness to defend 
our principles— and as such was a forerunner of many more designers' eagles yet to be born. 

The coin itself is spectacularly preserved. It is a sharply struck, borderline Uncirculated specimen which, 
we believe, is among the four finest in existence of this date. It has a wonderful head! Miss Liberty's locks 
show sharp separation in the strands. Most of the stars to the right show their radial lines, while those to the 
left are well outlined (on the 1794 dollar, these are most often found nearly flush with the surface, or field). 
Better yet, the planchet is a superior one— it has only the faintest traces, around UNITFT) in the reverse 
legend, of adjustment marks made prior to striking (therefore the planchet is of perfect weight), whereas 
most silver planchets of this period demonstrate file marks ranging from mild to severe. The adjustment 
marks on this coin are so faint that the last time it was catalogued for auction (1956) they were not noticed. 
Traces of clashed dies. Complete, well-defined denticles all around. Sharp, square rims. And llie edge 
inscription is exceptionally clear. In short this is, without qualification, a magnificent specimen! 

We are positive the coin never saw commercial circulation. Rather, all that separate it from Mint State are 
hairlines, true cabinet friction, and some handling marks. One previous owner reportedly kept it loose in a 
drawer for some twenty years! The results of this are several superficial pin scratches and tiny abrasions. Not 
one is very noticeable. We are also tempted to call this "the eagle with the navel" as there is a shallow, 
prestriking pit just about where the eagle's navel would be, were it a mammal. 

This specimen's provenance is both interesting and varied (we are indebted to our friend Jack Collins for 
providing this information from his in-progress monograph on the 1794 dollar). As far back as it has been 
traced, the coin originated in an "Austrian private collection" (or possibly the Paris Mint collection or that of 
the Bibliotheque Nationals). It then came into the possession of Paul H. Wittlin, who consigru'd it to the 
1956 American Numismatic Association Convention sale conducted by James Kelly (lot 1509, fetching an 
impressive $8,000 against an estimate of $3,500). Thus the coin had only two known owners between 1794 
and 1956. Stack's purchased it from the ANA sale and proceeded to sell it to an unrecorded collector (the 
one who "preserved" it in a drawer for some two decades). Stack's repurchased the coin in 1975, and since 
then it has changed hands among five dealers (Julian Leidman and Mike Brownlee, Paul Nugget, Dave Berg, 
and the present consignor). We can only hope that its next owner will consider himself a temporary possessor 
to whose care is entrusted one of America's greatest numismatic treasures. 

We urge prospective bidders to think of the historic significance of this coin-therefore to realize that this 
specimen is nothing short of remarkable. If you are seeking an important piece of American numismatic 
history, and if you have the means, this magnificent coin will fulfill your goal as few others could. One look 
at it will convince you!

In 1906 President Theodore Roosevelt, desiring to 
improve the artistry and design of our coinage, commissioned 
famed sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens to prepare new styles 
for the $10 and $20 denominations. 

The result was the beautiful High Relief MCMVII $20. The 
coin is in high relief, almost like a sculpture. The date is in 
Roman numerals rather than the Arabic style, a classic touch. 

Only 11,250 of this design were struck, for it was soon 
learned that it took three blows of the coining press in order 
to bring the high relief design up to full sharpness. Roman 
numerals, while fine from a classical artistry viewpoint, were 
confusing to the public. So, subsequently the design was 
modified to Arabic numerals and shallow relief-leaving the 
11,250 early High Relief pieces with Roman numerals as one 
of the most significant landmarks in American numismatics. 



These were made in two styles as represented by the pair 
in this lot. The ''wire rim'' variety was caused by extra metal 
squeezing upward between the coinage die and the collar.

Mr. Slabaugh, a resident of Pennsylvania, is one of America's best-known numismatists, numismatic 
scholars, and numismatic writers. For many years the products of his pen have appeared in The Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine, The Numismatist, The TAMS Journal, and other publications. His specialty has been 
in the field of tokens and medals. Not since our memorable auction of the Stanley Scott Collection a year 
ago have we had such an interesting array of tokens and mt;dals for the enthusiast in that field.

A wave of hysteria seems to have 
swept over the colonists in 1692, centering in Salem although 
Boston was not unaffected. The cruel punishments after trials 
that were grossly unjust still bring amazement to anyone who 
examines the carefully- kept records. 

^^The epidemic was not confined to the ignorant or the 
illiterate. Cotton Mather attended one of the trials and spoke 
in justification of the verdict. He also made his opinion clear 
in print. Judge Samuel Sewall, later Chief Justice, twenty 
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years after made a public confession of penitence for his 
judicial acts. 

"fFe are told that it was the superstitious belief of the time 
that wearing a bent coin afforded protection against the 
power of 'witches. ' Some of our Pine Tree [and other] coins 
show evidence of having once been bent even though as we 
see them now they have again been flattened. Some show 
dents which imply that teeth must have been the means of 
bending them initially. The thinness of the Pine Tree 
coins made bending an easy operation, and some with holes 
for suspension may have seen service in the same manner as 
those which were bent. " 

Sydney P. Noe observes that ''It may have been a 'witch 
piece' that we find mentioned in 'Mother Goose': 

"There was a crooked man 
And he walked a crooked mile 
He found a crooked sixpence 
Against a crooked stile. "

Note: Cleaning has ruined more nice Uncirculated and 
Proof coins than has mishandling or any other single factor. 
Some misguided souls— vendors with polishes and 
^%righteners^^ for sale and beginning collectors are the worst 
offenders—think that ''brilliant is best.^^ As a result, they roll 
up their shirt sleeves and clean and polish their coins so they 
look as if they were made yesterday. Donh get us wrong, 
^^dipping^^ of a coin has its place (Jim Ruddy^s ^^Photograde^^ 
book has a few paragraphs on this), especially if there is 
unsightly spotting or incipient corrosion which should be 
attenuated. But to clean coins just because they are toned is 
wrong. Connoisseurs— museums, old-time dealers, and 
long-term collectors— are almost unanimous in their acclaim 
for toned coins. As a reader of our catalogues you know that 
we often write ecstatic descriptions of coins which are 
beautifully toned light iridescent, lavender, magenta, etc. 
hues. To clean such pieces would be sacrilege. But, 
convincing the general numismatist about this seems to be 
difficult. Here is a general suggestion. First of all, cleaning 
rarely improves the VALUE of a coin, and often it decreases 
it. So, if you must clean some coins, do it with modern issues 
which have little value anyway. If you must clean an older 
coin, think about it twice, then put it away a week, and think 
about it again. Then, if you compulsively must clean it, take 
one more precaution and show it to a local dealer (preferably 
one with old time experience) or one of the old-timers in 
your coin club. Then, if all agree that it should be cleaned, 
then do it if you must. But, give it some thought first. Most 
coin owners hope that their coins will appreciate in value. 
One of the ways to go counter to this is to clean your coins. 
Your investment will go backwards, for the value of your 



( coins will generally decrease. The quality of the coins that 

our grandchildren will have and that their grandchildren will 
have will depend on how YOU treat your coins. Treat them 
with care. Life is impermanent, and you are just the steward 
of them as you pass this way. A hundred years from now, all 
of your coins will belong to someone else. Think of posterity 
and treat it as an obligation.

According to Friedberg, the notes having "for the" printed 
came after the hand written ones: "The way the plates were 
worded made it necessary for these clerks [who signed the 
notes] to vvTite also the words "For the" in addition to their 
own names. 

"It quickly became apparent that this additional wording 
was both wasteful and inefficient and the plates were at once 
changed so that the finished printed note read as follows, 
'For the Register of the Treasury' and 'For the Treasurer of 
the United States.' " 

When the plates were so changed a new printing began. For 
Philadelphia, thh is the first note from the new printing! This 
pedigre(ul note grades Very Good condition. VYhen this lot 
comes on the block, watch the action. The lucky successful 
bidder should feel proud in owning an important, and 
unique, note!

1541 Original poster or broadside providing for the U.S. copper 
coinage following the 1792 establishment of the Mint.

This document, the consignment of prominent numismatic 
scholar Dr. George Fuld, was sold by us to him in the 1950's. 
In his letter of transmittal Dr. Fuld noted that Julian Boyd of 
Princeton University photographed it for inclusion in his 
book on the papers of Thomas Jefferson and stated that only 
three signed copies are known, including the present Fuld 
Collection example. The other two copies are located at the 
Library of Congress in Washington, D.C. and at the New 
York Pubhc Library. Thus, the present document may well 
be the only one outside of institutions and the only one ever 
to be available to numismatists. Here is a document so 
important that it belongs in the Smithsonian Institution, 
American Numismatic Society, or American Numismatic 
Association collections. 7\s the contents, reprinted herewith, 
relate, this is the original act which provided in 1792 for the 
coinage of the first regular-issue United States coins, the 
cents and half cents which were subsequently produced in 
1793! The text follows: 

SECOND CONGRESS of the UNITED STATES. At the 
First Session, begun and held at the City of Philadelphia on 
Monday the twenty-fourth of October, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-one. 

An ACT to provide for a COPPER COINA GE, 

BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
the director of the mint, with the approbation of the 
President of the United States, be authorized to contract for 
and purchase a quantity of copper, not exceeding one 



hundred and fifty tons, and that the said director, as soon as 
the needfull preparations shall be made, cause the copper by 
him purchased to be coined at the mint into cents and half 
cents, persuant to 'Hhe act establishing a mint, and regulating 
the coins of the United States;^^ and that the said cents and 
half cents, as they shall be coined, be paid into the treasury 
of the United States, thence to issue into circulation. 

And be it further enacted. That after the expiration of six 
calendar months from the time when there shall have been 
paid into the treasury by the said director, in cents and half 
cents, a sum not less than fifty thousand dollars, which time 
shall forthwith be announced by the treasurer in at least two 
gazettes or news-papers, published at the seat of the 
government of the United States, for the time being, no 
copper coins or pieces whatsoever, except the said cents and 
half cents, shall pass current as money, or shall be paid, or 
offered to be paid or received in payment for any debt, 
demand, claim, matter or thing whatsoever; and all copper 
coins or pieces, except the said cents and half cents, which 
shall be paid or offered to be paid or received in payment, 
shall also forfeit the sum of ten dollars, and the said 
forfeiture and penalty shall and may be recovered with costs 
of suit for the benefit of any person or persons by whom 
information of the incurring thereof shall have been given.

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Important Washington Manly Medal Document 
—Signed by Clinton, Lafayette, et al— 




1542 Original letter of certification or authentication of the Manly 
Medal Washington portrait. This lot is the property of Dr. 
George Fuld and is of unsurpassed historical significance. 

This document relates to the Manly Medal, the first medal 
bearing the portrait of George Washington, to be issued in 
America. In Medallic Portraits of Washington, W.S. Baker 
notes: 

"The 'Manly Medal,' as it is generally termed, the 
production of Samuel Brooks of Philadelphia (Brooks was a 
goldsmith and seal-cutter at 29 South Front St.), was 
published in that city, by Manly, March, 1790, and as 
mentioned, is so far as we know, the first Washington medal 
issued in this country. 

"With the advertisement announcing its appearance and 
sohciting subscriptions, appears a certificate dated February 
22, 1790, by Thomas Mifflin, Governor of Pennsylvania; 
Richard Peters, Speaker of the House of Assembly; Christian 
Febiger, Treasurer of the State; and Francis Johnston, 
Colonel of the Army, declaring the portrait on the medal to 
be 'a strong and expressive Ukeness, and worthy of the 
attention of the citizens of the United States of America.' 
The advertisement also states that 'to subscribers a medal will 
be dehvered of fine white metal, to resemble silver, for one 
dollar; of a fine gold-colored metal for two dollars; of fine 
silver, for four dollars; and of gold, in proportion to weight.' 

"The head on this piece was executed in all probability 
from a model furnished by Joseph Wright, who painted a 
portrait of Washington from life, at Philadelphia in 1784, 
which was well known at the time and approved of as a 
likeness, and is said to have also taken a cast from the face, 
from which he produced a bust. The medal, rather rude in 
execution, represents Washington as quite aged ..." 

It is obvious from the foregoing that the authenticity of 
the portrait of Washingt on on the Manly Medal was of prime 
importance. At that time photography was unknown, and the 
three-dimensional portrait on the Manly Medal was intended 
to represent Washington as "real" as any medium accessible 
to the average person could (sculptured busts existed at the 



time, but these v^ere few and generally were not viewable by 
the pubUc). 

The present item. Lot 1542, consists of a previously- 
unknown document which authenticates the Manly Medal 
portrait with an impact greater than the advertisement cited 
by Baker, for it is signed by two of the most prominent men 
of the time: Marquis de Lafayette and the Governor of New 
York State, not to overlook the additional signatures of the 
Mayor of New York City and the Vice Consul of France for 
the U.S.A. The 1791 dates on this document explain why it 
was not used in the 1790 advertisements. If it was used in 
Manly Medal advertisements at a later date is a question 
which is at present unanswered. The document is mounted in 
a display matting and is flanked by two early portraits of 
Washington and Lafayette-published engravings. 

The document is in French and is translated as follows: 

To all magistrates and other persons to whom this 
[document] will present itself: We, the undersigned, certify 
that we have seen the medal executed by Jacques Manley 
[sic] of his excellency George Washington, otherwise known 
as the General of the American Armies and at present 
President of the United States, and that we believe that it 
bears a perfect resemblance of all we have seen [in person of 
Washington]; a certificate to this effect signed by many 
officers and magistrates of the several United States of 
America. At New York this, the 6th day of May 1791. 
[Signed by various officials, including De Witt Clinton]. Paris, 
August the 9th, 1791. [Signed by Lafayette and another 
official]. 

For the collector of Washington items this represents what 
is undoubtedly the most important numismatic document 
ever to come on the market-an official authentication or 
certification of the first American medaUic portrait of 
Washington, signed by two of Washington's most prominent 
contemporaries- Governor DeWitt CHnton and Lafayette. An 
incredible item. Extremely Fine condition. AU text, the seal, 
etc. sharp and clear. Some old fold lines as is normal for a 
document or letter of the period.
